TH IS WEEK IN MO. HISTORY 


Floyd C. Shoemaker 
In W’estm eath, Ir “land, 158 years 
ago this week, was born the man who 
w as to become the founder of 
the 
first English newspaper 
ever pub­ 
lished west of the Mississippi river, 
Joseph Charless, whose anniversary 
is com m em orated this week, 
began 
life on July 16, 1772. 
He was the son 
of C aptain Edw ard (*harless, whose 
p atern al ancestor, John Charless, was 
born in Wales, and 
em igrated 
to 
Ireland in 1668. 
Joseph Charles, a- he was known 
before coming to America, was in­ 
volved in the Irish rebellion of 1795, 
and consequently 
fled 
to 
France, 
when he sailed for the United States, j 
reaching New York in 1796. 
UponJ 
his arrival in this country, Mr. C’har-j 
les, wishing to preserve the 
Irish i 
pronounciation of his name, 
added 
to it a final “ s ” making it Charless. j 
This spelling he and his descendants 
used henceforth. 
Bt ing a printer by trade, Charless j 
obtained work, soon after coming t ) 1 
A m erica, in the shop of 
Matthew 
Carey at Philadelphia. 
Carey, it 
is; 
said, was at th a t time the leading 
publisher in Philadelphia, and in his 
em ploy Mr. Charless prided himself 
on having helped to print the 
first 
q u arto edition of the Bible that wa- 
issued in the United States. 
In 1798, Mr. C harless m arried Mrs, 
S arah McCloud, a widow with 
one 
child. 
Mrs. Charless, whose maiden 
nam e w as Jordan, was a native 
ot 
Delaw are, though 
h< r 
family 
had 
been driven thence by the Hessians 
during the Revolutionary W ar. 
P ushing w estw ard in 1800, C h ar­ 
les and his fam ily settled in 
Ken­ 
tucky, where he followed his 
trade, 
first at L exington and then at Louis­ 
ville. 
From L o u i s v i l l e , in 1808, 
he 
cam e to St. Louis 
to 
establish 
his 
own newspaper. 
A ssisted only by Jacob Hinkle, 
a 
p rin te r from Kentucky. Charless on 
Ju ly 12. 1808, issued the first copies 
of the Missouri Gazette. 
He 
per­ 
sonally conducted hi- 
paper 
until 
1820, bringing 
his 
family to 
St. 
Louis and m aking 'hat growing fron 
tier city his home. 
The new spaper ae 'hus 
founded 
lived 111 years, under changes 
of 
nam e and ownership, of course, and 


was discontinued only in 1919, when, 
as the Republic, it was bought by the 
Globe-Democrat. 
As an editor, Charless set a high 
stan d ard for the journalism of 
the 
West. 
“The inviolation of the press 
is co-existent with the liberties 
of 
the people— they live or die to g eth er 
— it is the vestal fire upon which the 
fate of nations depends; 
and 
the 
most pure hands officiating for 
the 
whole com m unity should be incess­ 
an tly employed in keeping it alive", 
he wrote in his prospectus. He pled g ­ 
ed the Gazette to fearlessness 
and 
fairness, and lived up to the pledge, 
in the opinion of later w riters 
who 
have reviewed his work. 
As an example of his independence 
of mind and his courage as an edi­ 
tor, the story of his opposition to the 
practice of dueling is often cited. The 
code duello was recognized then in 
Missouri as governing the 
conduct 
of gentlem en in “affairs of 
honor”. 
Charless, in the 
face of this, con­ 
demned it. 
When Charles Lucas, 
a 
young attorney, was killed in a m e e t­ 
ing with Thom as H art Benton, 
he 
roundly scored “ the infernal 
p ra c ­ 
tice”. 
He was himself often provok­ 
ed by would-be adversaries on 
the 
“ field of honor, but he never fought, 
except with his pen. 
Charless, in his time, w as a s s a u lt­ 
ed on the street, spat upon, t h r e a t ­ 
ened with a pistol, and actually shot 
a t as he walked in his garden, 
not 
to mention having his office m enac­ 
ed by incendiarists. 
But in spite of 
th re a ts and quarrels, C harless lived 
to retire from the editorial chair in 
1820, when he turned his paper over 
to a new owner. 
He went into 
the 
d ru g business in St. Louis in 1828, 
and, aided by his son, Joseph, con 
ducted it until his death in 1834. The 
G azette had soon afte r its sale 
re ­ 
turned into the hands of the C harles- 
family, and it was continued by his 
younger son, E dw ard, as the M issou­ 
ri Republic.

Dieting for the purpose of i educ­ 
ing w eight has become a g reat Am er­ 
ican habit, 
especially 
am ong 
the 
women folks.

A 
lot of harm has been done as the re­ 
sult of unwise and rigid diets.

J. C. McDowell, of the U. S.

•eau of Dairy Industry, tells us 
that 
**a study of the records of the 
half- 
million dairy cows on test in dairy- 
ht- rd-im provem ent 
associations 
has 
indicated that few dairy herds 
are 
iverfed, th a t quite a num ber are un­ 
derfed, and th a t many of the herds 
are fed injudiciously”. 
Take the case of the farm ers who 
feed all their cows alike, regardless 
f the size, age, and am ount of milk 
produced. 
Only an accident will en ­ 
able them to m ake 
profits 
in most 
eases. 
But if those 
same 
farm ers 
will keep an individual feed and milk 
i ecord on each cow, and sell off the 
poor producers and 
feed 
the 
re- 
nainder correctly, profits are certain 
to follow. 
Time after time it 
ha* 
been proven that cows which eat the 
m ost in dollars’ worth of feed p ro ­ 
duce the most milk, the most butter- 
fat, the greatest gross income 
and, 
most im portant of all, the 
greatest 
. verage income over cost ot feed. 
A little study will show why this 
is true. 
A cow needs food for two 
purposes, to keep alive and to pio- 
duce milk. 
U nder normal conditions 
about half of the food is sued for the 
m aintenance of the body and

th a t does not mean th a t if you

crease the ra tio ns above the am ount 
the cow ought to have, she will give 
more milk.

POPE W ARNS U. S. NOT 
TO LET RED 
DOCTRINE 
SPR E AD DURING SLUMP 


V atican City, July 14.—The 
Pope 
today solemnly warned the United 
States to “bew are 
lest 
Bolshevism 
spread in A m erica at this m om ent of 
financial 
depression and unem ploy­ 


m ent”. 
The w arning was conveyed at 
a 
private audience to Msgr. John 
A. 
Ryan, rector of the National Catholic 
University, W ashington, D. C. 
Evincing dislike 
for 
Bolshevism 
and a t the sam e time showing 
re­ 
m arkable knowledge of conditions in 
¡he United S tates, the Pope said: 
“This is ju st the ripe time for the 
spread of Bolshevism. 
The 
people 
>f the United S tates do not realize 
how far it has spread already 
no 
completely w h at its spread 
means . 
do not already have a testing asso­ 
ciation in your community, get a few 
herd owners together and sta rt one. 
Then you can have 
an 
experienced

Pope 
introduced 
the subject 
of his own accord by bringing 
up 
the Wall S tre et reverses of last year. 
“ We heard th a t, following the m ar­

Msgr. R yan said there were 
at 
least “ a couple of millions" 
unem­ 
ployed in the U nited States. 
“ When a num ber of people

favorite period for the introduction 
and development of Bolshevism” , the 
Pope responded. 
The pontiff related he had first re­ 
ceived a forcible impression of tne 
strengtli and grow th of Bolshevism 
in London some years ago before his 
elevation to the Sacred college. 

Ryan many ques­ 
tions concerning business and polit­ 
ical conditions in the I nited States,

Ryan his personal opinion on 
the status of Bolshevism in America. 
The W ashington clergym an replied 
that,

As late as 1855, wild horses roam ­ 
ed in New Madrid 
County.

horses, called Portage ponies, were 
thought to have turned wild afte. 
the New Madrid earthquake of 
1812

many settlers 
became

frightened that they abandoned their 
stock and left 
the 
country. 
Only 
skilled rifle shots could use the meth­ 
od known as “creasing" in catching 
them. 
This method 
consisted 
of 
hanging a sack of salt in a tree so 
that rains would soak out the salt 
and make a salt lick on the ground. 
To this deer and wild horses would 
come. 
A skilled m arksm an 
would 
wait at the salt lick until a 
good 
horse appeared, shoot 
him 
in 
the 
hack of the neck just enough to make 
him tem porarily dazed, and capture 
him. 
Baited pens were a! o used to 
catch such horses. 
Fish 
were plentiful in 
the 
rivat 
and bayous near Wolf Island. 
One 
year during his boyhood, 
Beckwith 
writes, fish were so plentiful 
that 
his father drove 100 hog- six miles 


\ 
a fish trap on Jam es' Bayou, 
in 
1848, to let them feed on the 
fish 
caught in the trap. 
The w riter pay- a g rea t tribute to 
the part the dog played as a help to 
‘he early settler. 
“ Invariably the 
pioneer 
brought 
his dogs with him when he 
came 
W est”, he says. 
“A t that time bear 
destroyed much of the corn put out, 
killed m any hogs, and he needed the 
aid of dogs to protect his fields 
and 
stock when at large. 
The 
panther 
killed colts and calves and 
many 
panthers were treed by the dogs and 
shot. 
So also hob cats, but these 
were 
more destructive of pigs titan other 
domesticated 
animals. 
The 
coons 
ruined much corn in the fields, 
but 
with the aid of a dog the settler was 
able to chase these out of the field 
and kill many. 
An occasional pos­ 
sum caught by the dog- also helped 
out the larder. The dog was a great 
aid in killing the wild turkeys in the 
open wood*, flushing them to fly 
in 
trees, harking around the tree, 
and 
giving the hunter a chance to slip 
up to kill them ”. 
A nother favorite sport was hunt­ 
ing bears with dogs. 
Beckwith was 
t vidently an ardent bear hunter who 
loved to go with a party on horse­

solution of feric chloride in a half 
and half m ixture of alcohol and wa 
ter or glycerine and water.

ation into the eyes.

With wheat worth less per bushel 
than corn in several sections of Scott 
County, the price justifies the use of 
wheat in place of, or with corn. 
L. 
A. Weaver of the Missouri College of 
Agriculture, has shown that wheat 
may take the place of corn in 
hog 
ration, since these grains are 
quite 
similar in composition. 
Wheat 
does 
contain somewhat more protein 
or 
muscle building nutrients to meet the 
requirements of swine. 
Both wheat 
and corn, therefore, are classified as 
carbonaceous concentrates. 
The results of 
two 
trials 
where 
ground wheat 
was 
compared 
with 
ground corn show th»t hogs fed 
on 
wheat make more rapid gain* than 
those fed corn. 
Less grain 
is also 
required to produce this gain. 
The 
hogs fed wheat gained on the aver­ 
age 1.25 pounds per day for 120 days, 
while the hogs fed corn gained only 
1 pound daily. 
Each 483 pounds of 
wheat fed produced 100 pounds 
of 
pork as compared with 582 pounds 
of corn. 
In other words, the 
wheat 
produced gains 25 per 
cent 
faster 
and required 1 pound less grain for 
each pound of pork produced. 
When 
corn is worth 75 cents 
per 
bushel, 
ground wheat is worth about 
96c 
that is a bushel 
of 
ground wheat 
proved approximately 20 
per 
cent 
more valuable as a hog feed than 
a 
bushel of corn. 
A lot of hogs fed 
a 
mixture 
of 
wheat and com ranked between a lot 
fed wheat alone and a lot fed 
com 
alone. 
This was true 
both 
as 
to 
rapidity of gain and so far as 
the 
amount of grain required to produce 


a given gain was concerned. 
It re­ 
quired 35 pounds more of the conk 
and wheat mixture to 
produce 
100 
pounds gain than when wheat alone 
was used, but the com and wheat 
mixture produced 100 pounds gain on 
54 pounds less feed than when

A ration of wheat 10 parts, tank­ 
age 1 part,

1.52

gain per head daily

The hogs fed wheat 
and tankage weighed 272 pounds a t 
the end of the 120 days feeding per­ 
iod, while those 
fed

alone 
weighed only 241.6 pounds. The hogs 
fed wheat and tankage ate the moat 
grain but they also made more econ­ 
omical use of it, each 4.69 pounds of 
the wheat and tankage ration pro­ 
ducing 1 pound of pork as compared 
with 4.83 pounds of wheat alone. 
The above figures are for the en­ 
tire 120 day feeding period. 
If tha 
results for the first 78 days are com­ 
pared an even 
greater 
advantage 
will be shown for

wheat 
and 
tankage ration. 
During the last 42 
days of the test the return for tank­ 
age was less than half that for 
tha 
first 78 days of the trial. This would 
indicate that the addition of tankaga 
was of more importance during 
the 
early part of the feeding period than 
when the hogs become more nearly 
finished, and that it wodld be hcst to 
decrease the proportion 
of one 
tankage to ten of wheat to one 
of 
tanakge to 16-20 parts of wheat.

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THIS WEEK IN MO. HISTORY 


Floyd C. Shoemaker 
In Westmoath, Ireland, 158 years 
ago this weak, was born the man who 
was to become the founder of 
the 
first English newspaper 
ever pub­ 
lished west of the Mississippi river, 
Joseph Charlcas, whose anniversary 
is commemorated this week, 
began 
life on July 18, 1772. He was the son 
of Captain Edward Charless, whose 
paternal ancestor, John Charless, was 
born in Wales, and 
emigrated 
to 
Ireland in 1663. 
Joseph Charles, as he was known 
before coming to America, was in­ 
volved in the Irish rebellion of 1795, 
and consequently 
fled 
to 
Franco, 
when he sailed for the United States, 
reaching New York in 171HJ. 
Upon 
his arrival in this country, Mr. Char­ 
les, wishing to preserve the 
Irish 
pronounciation of his name, 
added 
to it a final “s" making it Charless. 
This spelling he ami his descendants 
used henceforth. 
Being a printer by trade, Charless 
obtained work, soon after coming t i 
America, in the shop of 
Matthew 
Carey at Philadelphia. 
Carey, it 
is 
said, was at that time the leading 
publisher in Philadelphia, and in his 
employ Mr. Charless prided himself 
on having helped to print the 
first 
quarto edition of the Bible that was 
issued in the United States. 
In 1798, Mr. Charless married Mrs. 
Sarah McCloud, a widow with 
one 
child. 
Mrs. Charle-s. whose maiden 
name was Jordan, was a native 
of 
Delaware, though 
her 
family 
had 
been driven thence by the Hessians 
during the Revolutionary War. 
I 
Pushing westward in 1800, Char* 
1 les and his family settled in 
Ken­ 
tucky, where he followed his 
trade, 
first at Lexington and then at Louis­ 
ville. 
From Louisville, in 1808, 
he 
came to St. Louis to establish 
his 
own newspaper. 
Assisted only by Jacob Hinkle, 
a 
printer from Kentucky. Charless on 
July 12, 1808, issued the first copies 
of the Missouri Gazette. 
He 
per­ 
sonally conducted hi- 
paper 
until 
1820, bringing 
his 
family to 
St. 
Louis and making that growing frou 
! tier city his home. 
The newspaper he thus 
founded 
lived 111 years, under changes 
of 
name and ownership, of course, and 


was discontinued only in 1919, when, 
as the Republic, it waa bought by the 
Globe-Democrat. 
As an editor, Charless set a high 
standard for the journalism of 
the 
West. 
“The inviolation of the press 
is co-existent with the liberties 
of 
the people—they live or die together 
—it is the vestal fire upon which the 
fate of nations depends; 
and 
the 
most pure hands officiating for 
the 
whole community should be incess­ 
antly employed in keeping it alive”, 
he wrote in his prospectus. He pledg­ 
ed the Gazette to fearlessness 
and 
fairness, and lived up to the pledge, 
in the opinion of later writers 
who 
have reviewed his work. 
As an example of his independence 
of mind and his courage as an edi­ 
tor, the story of his opposition to the 
practice of dueling is often cited. The 
code duello was recognized then in 
Missouri as governing the 
conduct 
of gentlemen in “affairs of 
honor”. 
Charless, in the face of this, con­ 
demned it. 
When Charles Lucas, 
a 
young attorney, was killed in a meet­ 
ing with Thomas H art Benton, 
he 
roundly scored “the infernal 
prac­ 
tice”. 
He was himself often provok­ 
ed by would-be adversaries on 
th e ; 
“field of honor, but he never fought, 
except with his pen. 
Charless, in his time, was assault­ 
ed on the street, spat upon, threat­ 
ened with a pistol, and actually shot 
at as he walked in his garden, 
not 
to mention having his office menac­ 
ed by incendiarists. 
But in spite ol 
threats and quarrels, Charless lived 
to retire from the editorial chair in 
1820, when he turned his paper over 
to a new owner. 
He went into 
the 
drug business in St. Louis in 1828, 
and, aided by his son, Joseph, con­ 
ducted it until his death in 1834. The 
Gazette had soon after its sale 
re­ 
turned into the hands of the Charless 
family, and it was continued by his 
younger son, Edward, as the Missou­ 
ri Republic.

New York, July *14.—The Crusad­ 
ers, a national organization of young 
men formed last January to oppose 
existing prohibition laws, announced 
today the adoption of a platform de­ 
claring for repeal of the eighteenth 
amendment and control of liquor by 
the States. 
The change in the program of the 
Crusaders, according to John S. Will­ 
iams, treasurer of the eastern

the

platform of the group merely oppos­

DM COWS REDUCE 
WHENON k DIET 


Dieting for the purpose of reduc­ 
ing weight has become a great Amer­ 
ican habit, 
especially 
among 
the 
women folks. 
More bathroom scale * 
have been sold in the last few years 
than during any period in history. \ 
lot of harm has been done as the re­ 
sult of unwise and rigid diets. 
It is 
surprising the number of people who 
are willing to 
risk 
health 
for 
a 
graceful figure. 
In the dairy industry we find 
a 
similar situation although for a dif­ 
ferent reason. 
In the last few years 
a good deal has been said about keep­ 
ing records. 
Every 
modern 
dairy 
farm er maintains an accurate check 
on the milk production of his herd, 
and also the cost of feed. Naturally, 
in order to show a profit, all efforts 
are directed toward securing big pro­ 
duction at a low feeding cost, 
and 
there is where the trouble is apt tr> 
start. 


J. C. McDowell, of the U. S. Bu­ 
reau of Dairy Industry, tells us that 
* a study of the records of the 
half­ 
million dairy cows on test in dairy- 
herd-improvement 
associations 
has 
indicated that few dairy herds 
are 
overfed, that quite a number are un­ 
derfed, and that many of the herds 
are fed injudiciously”. 
Take the case of the farm ers who 
feed all their cows alike, regardless 
of the size, age, and amount of milk 
produced. 
Only an accident will en­ 
able them to make 
profits 
in most 
cases. 
But if those 
same 
farmers 
will keep an individual feed and milk 
record on each cow, and sell off the 
poor producers and 
feed 
the 
re- 
i mainder correctly, profits are certain 
to follow. 
Time after time it 
has 
been proven that cows which eat the 
most in dollars’ worth of feed pro­ 
duce the most milk, the most butter- 
fat, the greatest gross income 
and, 
most important of all, the 
greatest 
average income over cost of feed. 
A little study will show why this 
is true. 
A cow’ needs food for two 
purposes, to keep alive and to pro­ 
duce milk. 
Under normal conditions 
about half of the food is sued for the 
maintenance of the body and 
the 
other half goes into the milk. 
But 
that does not mean that if you 
in­ 
crease the rations above the amount 
the cow’ ought to have, she will give 
more milk. 
In other w’ords, there is 
a well-defined limit. 
A cow that is fed too much 
wiil 
produce the same amount of 
milk 
that she would if she was fed just 
enough. 
The excess food 
will 
be 
utilized in adding weight. 
That ex-

tra weight is of no value unless the ¡ 
cow happens to be underweight, 
oi 
unless she happens to be preparing 
for a period when it will be necessary 
to draw ujjpn a reserve. 
Overfeed^ 
ing, therefore, leads to reduced pro­ 
fits. 
Underfeeding also leads to reduced 
profits but from another cause. Self- 
preservation 
comes 
first 
always. 
That 60-50 división of food between 
what is needed to maintain the body 
and the amount that goes into 
the 
production of milk will not hold good 
when the cow’ is fed too little, for the 
simple reason that the body 
needs 
come first. 
When they are satisfied, 
then produotion starts. 
Take a cow ( 
weighing 1000 pounds, that produces 
u gallons of 4 per 
cent 
butterfat 
milk when fed normally. 
She 
will 
produce that same amount of milk if 
overfed but possibly only half that 
amount 
if underfed. 
The 
amount 
that goes for body maintenance re- j 
mains the same in all three cases. 
A study of thousands upon 
thou­ 
sands of individual 
records 
shows 
' that a cow which produces twice the 
milk of another cow will eat 
about 
50 per cent more than 
the 
second 
cow’. A 100 per cent increase in vol­ 
ume from a 50 per cent increase in 
investment is a pretty good bargain. 
There are a number of general rules 
for feeding dairy cow’s. 
An old one 
is to feed Holsteins one 
pound 
of 
grain for every three pounds (pints) 
of milk produced. 
Jerseys are sup- j 
posed to require one pound of grain 
to every four pounds of milk, with 
Guernseys in between. 
Cow’s are just 
as 
individual 
in 
their eating as humans. 
You 
have 
to study each cow and fe^d accord­ 
ing to her production. You must al­ 
so study the combinations of 
food. 
Silage, legume hays and grains when 
fed to the dairy cow’ in the right pro­ 
portions will produce milk at a pro­ 
fit. For every dollar spent in 
feed 
you should receive from tw’o to three 
dollars in milk. 
Study your records, 
weed out the poor ones and buy new 
cows to replace them. Wreigh your 
food and your milk. 
It is much saf­ 
er than measuring. 
Do this at least 
once a month.

POPE WARNS U. S. NOT 
TO LET RED 
DOCTRINE 
SPREAD DURING SLUMP 


Vatican City, July 14.—The 
Pope 
today solemnly warned the United 
States to “beware 
lest 
Bolshevism 
spread in America at this moment of 
financial 
depression and unemploy­ 
ment”. 
The warning was conveyed at 
a 
private audience to Msgr. John 
A. 
Ryan, rector of the National Catholic 
University, Washington, D. C. 
Evincing dislike 
for 
Bolshevism 
and at the same time showing 
re­ 
markable knowledge of conditions in 
the United States, the Pope said: 
“This is just the ripe time for the 
spread of Bolshevism. 
The 
people 
of the United States do not realize 
how far it has spread already 
nor 
completely what its spread 
means”, 
do not already have a testing asso­ 
ciation in your community, get a few 
herd owners together and start one. 
Then you can have 
an 
experienced

a 
month. 
The Pope introduced the subject 
of his own accord by bringing 
up 
the Wall Street reverses of last year. 
“W’e heard that, following the m ar­

Msgr. Ryan said there were 
at 
least “a couple of millions” 
unem­ 
ployed in the United States.

favorite period for the introduction 
and development of Bolshevism”, the 
Pope responded. 
The pontiff related he had first re­ 
ceived a forcible impression of the 
strength and growth of Bolshevism 
in London some years ago before his 
elevation to the Sacred college. 
He asked Msgr. Ryan many ques­ 
tions concerning business and polit­ 
ical conditions in the United States, 
disclosing his 
keen 
perception 
of 
American affairs.

then 
asked 
Msgr. Ryan his personal opinion on 
the status of Bolshevism in America. 
The W ashington clergyman replied 
that, 
although 
unemployment 
in 
, America had increased considerably, 
still he believed 
Bolshevism 
would 
j have a much harder time of it in the 
i United States than in other coun­ 
tries because of the average 
work­ 
man’s ownership of property, which 
would make him disavow the princi- 
{pies of communism.

BEAR AND BUFFALO ONCE 
HUNTED IN MISSOURI 


Cape Girardeau, July 17.—'Hunting, 
a chief sport of Southeast 
Missouri 
settlers during the days when 
this 
area was a wilderness, 
is described 
vividly in an unpublished book on 
the settlem ent of Mississippi County, 
by Thomas Beckwith of Charleston. 
The book is the property of the State 
Teachers' College here. 
Beckwith, a famous collector 
of 
Indian relics, saw the development of 
Mississippi County from a primitive 
state to that of its present advanced 
position in agriculture, having been 
bom in the county in 1840, and hav­ 
ing lived there until his 
death 
in 
1013. 
His residence for a number of 
years was at Charleston. 
Having been a 
veritable 
hunter, 
Beckwith devotes much of the 
book 
to his experiences in hunting, and to 
a description of methods of hunting 
and the many kinds of game found 
before the Civil War. 
The following 
information was 
taken 
from 
the 
book: 
All the guns used by settlers were 
flintlocks, this kind being fired by a 
flint rock striking against 
an 
iron 
projection, the resulting spark ignit­ 
ing the powder. Dueling pistols aim, 
were found in many home.-. 
Every 
man moulded his own bullets, keep 
ing a ladle and lead, the lead being 
poured 
into 
bullet 
moulds. 
Shot 
pouches for carrying rag patching, 
caps and bullets were made <»f d r e s s ­ 
ed deerskin or the skin of some wild 
animal, and were suspended 
from 
the shoulder by snaps. 
Wild hog hunting was a favorite 
sport among the settlers. 
In the fall 
of the year the hunter*« would mount 
their horses and hunt with dogs and 
guns. 
A fter much effort, they woulJ 
drivt a bunch of wild hogs together 
with the aid of the dogs, 
and shoot 
what they wanted of the 
fat 
ones, 
letting the others go. Their favorite 
way of getting the dead hogs h o m e 


was to attach them by ropes to their 
horses’ tails, and drag them. 
As late as 1856, wild horses roam ­ 
ed in New Madrid 
County. 
These 
horses, called Portage ponies, were 
thought to have turned wild after 
the New Madrid earthquake of 
1812 
when 
many 
settlers 
became 
so 
frightened th at they abandoned then- 
stock and left 
the 
country. 
Only 
skilled rifle shots could use the m eth­ 
od known as “creasing” in catching 
them. 
This 
method 
consisted 
of 
hanging a sack of salt in a tree so 
that rains would soak out the salt 
and make a salt lick on the ground. 
To this deer and wild horses would 
come. 
A skilled m arksman 
would 
wait at the salt lick until a 
good 
horse appeared, shoot 
him 
in 
the 
hack of the neck just enough to make 
him tem porarily dazed, and capture 
him. 
Baited pens were also used to 
catch such horses. 
Fish were plentiful in 
the 
river 
and bayous near Wolf Island. 
One 
year during his boyhood, 
Beckwith 
writes, fish were so plentiful 
that 
his father drove 100 hogs six miles 
to a fish trap on Jam es' Bayou, 
in 
1848, to let them feed on the 
fish 
caught in the trap. 
The w riter pays a great tribute to 
the part the dog played as a help to 
the early settler. 
“Invariably the 
pioneer 
brought 
his dogs with him when he 
came 
W est”, he says. 
“At that time bear 
destroyed much of the corn put out, 
killed m any hogs, and he needed the 
aid of dogs to protect his fields 
and 
stock when at large. 
The 
panther 
killed colts and calves and 
many 
panthers were treed by the dogs and 
shot. 
So also bob cats, but these 
were 
more destructive of pigs than other 
dom esticated 
anim als. 
The 
coons 
ruined much corn in the fields, 
but 
with the aid of a dog the settler was 
able to chase these out of the field 
and kill many. 
An occasional pos­ 
sum caught by the dogs also helped 
out the larder. The dog was a g reat 
aid in killing the wild turkeys in the 
open woods, flushing them to fiy 
in 
trees, barking around the tree, 
and 
giving the hunter a chance to slip 
up to kill them ”. 
Another favorite sport was hunt­ 
ing bears with dogs. 
Beckwith was 
evidently an ardent bear hunter who 
loved to go with a party on horse­ 
back on long bear hunts which would 
sometimes result in killing four 
or 
five bears. 
He describes his first 
bear 
hun. 
thus: 
“It was in the fall of 1856 when 1 
took my first bear hunt in company 
with Mr. Jam es Hush, an old 
bear 
hunter, together with Mr. Sam Bald­ 
win and 
Mr. Poplin. 
We had 
12 
dogs, 
four 
large 
curs and 
eight 
hounds. 
The sta rt dog, “Old 
Dan” 
was a white-spotted, lean 
old 
dog 
with long, pendulous ears, and 
wa* 
a remarkable cold-trailer. 
For thi 
dog Mr. Baldwin had paid Mr. John 
Gaty $40 in gold, a price talked about 
in the whole country at that time. 
“We camped in the 
Little 
River 
swamps and started out next morn 
ing. the dogs scattering out in 
the 
woods. 
But Dan trotted along 
be­ 
hind our horses, paying no atenti<»n 
whatever to the other dogs. 
We had 
gone two or three miles when 
Dan 
dropped his head to the ground 
and 
began to smell around. 
Finally he 
laised his head, smelled a twig 
and 
brought out one of his long, m ourn­ 
ful cries. 
Mr. Baldwin said, ‘It’s 
a 
bear’. 
We followed Dan. 
Soon 
he 
stopped and gave his master an in­ 
quisitive 
look. 
Mr. 
Baldwin 
dis 
mounted, found the trail and started 
Dan on the right end of it. 
It seem­ 
ed Impossible for Dan to distinguish 
the right end from the wrong end ot 
a trail”. 
Dan was successful at his 
trail, 
and three members of the party who 
were on their first bear hunt, had th* 
thrill of kiling their first bear. 
On 
this hunt they killed five bears, Beck­ 
with writes. 
In 1856, Beckwith was 
with a party of bear hunters 10 miles 
southwest of Sikeston, who killed fivt 
bears in a day and a half. 
“Bear became scarce in this coun­ 
ty in about 1860”, the writer 
says. 
“ Elk disappeared from the E astern 
part of Mississippi County at an e a r­ 
ly date, but 20 miles or more west 
of Charleston elk were found until 
about 1860. 
1 saw one in 1869 at Mr. 
Anderson’s, a few miles above More­ 
house on Little River, while 1 wa- 
out bear hunting with a large pack 
of bear dogs. 
Buffalo were found in 
this county in the beginning of the 
last century and were killed in 
the 
prairie near where Charleston is now 
located. 
Deer at the first settlem ent 
of the country were very numerous, 
but in 1 8 
were scarce. 
The deer 1 


killed run up into 
the 
hundreds. 
When 1 was a boy, wild cattle were 
found in Dunklin County. 
“ Pat ridges were 
found 
in 
the 
county in great abundance when 
1 
was a boy. 
They were generally pot 
hunted. 
A man would go out 
and 
find a large gang huddled together 
and shoot into the gang and kill a 
pot full at one shot. 
Netting 
was 


very destructive to patridges, whole 
gangs being caught at a single drive. 
Netting consisted of placing a net 
near a flock of patridges, the net be­ 
ing about 30 feet wide, with a trap in 
the middle. 
After sotting 
the net, 
the hunter would slowly drive 
the 
birds toward the trap. 


MANURE REPRESENTS DOL­ 
LARS AND CENTS 


When a ton of protein supplement 
is fed to cattle as much as half this 
value is often passed on to manure 
in the form of nitrogen, potash 
and 
phosphoric acid when these fertiliz­ 
ers are figured at commercial prices. 
The research department finds 
that 
an increasing number of farmers are 
taking care of this valuable by-pro­ 
duct 
with 
frequent 
hauling 
by 
spreaders and the use 
of 
concrete 
pits for storage. 
Among these 
is 
the Shelby Dairy Farm , 
LaCrosse, 
Wisconsin, where two spreaders are 
used to haul the manure daily to the 
field as a part of the chores. Nearly 
five tons are handled each day from 
the herd of 80 head by litter carriers 
which dump the manure directly in­ 
to the spreaders. 
Shredded corn fod­ 
der of low quality and similar waste 
is used for bedding, and little fertil­ 
ity is lost.

Immediately after

infection 
appears, it is a good thing to washj 
the face and hands with a 5 per cer.t j 
solution of feric chloride in a half 
and half mixture of alcohol and wa­ 
ter or glycerine and water. 
But care 
must be taken not to get this prepar­ 
ation into the eyes. 
A strong solu­ 
tion of ferrous sulphate in water may 
be used in the same way.
